OTTAWA, March 18.—The Sen- 
ate took official notice of the bad 
cheque artist yesterday when it 
passed through committee stage a 
bill to increase the penalty for this 
Practice.

“I certainly want to express my 
appreciation of the manner in which 
the members of the provincial police 
have performed their duties in this 
province. I have always found them 
to be excellent witnesses in court and 
to be very considerate of the rights 
of the accused; they realize fuliy 
what their duties as police officers are 
in connection with the ferretting out 
of criminals and the detection of 
crime. 

“I am very glad that we have not 
in force in this province, or have not 
had under your jurisdiction methods 
which are repugnant and which exist 
in other countries in regard to ex- 
tracting admissions of guilt from ac- 
cused persons once they are in 
custody. 

“I have always found that the police 
have given every man proper atten- 
tion and have not in any way imposed 
unfairly upon them or in any way 
betrayed their confidence. 

“I am sure that when you go over 
to the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
you will remember the traditions of 
your force; that you will honor the 
traditions of the force which you join 
and that you will bring to bear in the 
performance of your duties, the same 
degree of intelligence and integrity 
and the high standards of duty which 
have characterized your duties in the 
past. 

“I hope that the friendly relations 
which have always existed between 
the court and the police, and you as 
members of the police force, will con- 
tinue when you are taken over under 
your new jurisdiction.”

The book was published many 
years back, and Nalty is one of 
the few in this country fortunate 
enough to have copies, which were 
taken off the market some lengthy 
period ago. 


Naughton, the author, covered 
.every major fight of importance for 
his newspaper back in the closing 
decades of last century and for a 
number of years after the turn Into 
1900, Thus, he possessed first hand 
knowledge of his subject and in this 
book he has we'ded together his 
store of facts with the most vivid 
writing on pugilism that it has yet 
been my privilege to read. 

The book gives an engrossing ac- 
count of every heavyweight cham- 
pionship bout staged in America 
under the Queensberry rules, a 
sketch of every fighter who took 
part in these, and telis of the first 
invasion of the United States by 
Australian boxers. 


In addition, he puts up a grand 
defence of boxing, compares old 
methods of training with the new, 
and gives a compiete ring record of 
every heavyweight pugilist of im- 
portance up to Jeffries.
